Circuit Attorney Says 
Possible Payments to 
Beating Victim 
Should Not Affect 


Decision. 


The ability of Samuel. and 
Peter Orlando to compensate a 
crippled man whom they as- 
saulted should not affect the 
| decision in the criminal case 
against the brothers, Circuit 
Attorney Thomas F. Eagleton 
said today. 


Eagleton’s assertion was con- 
tained in a letter to Circuit 
Judge James F. Nangle, before 
whom the Orlandos pleaded 
guilty of malicious assault with 
intent to do great bodily harm. 

Judge Nangle has under ad- 
visement a request by the victim 
of the beating, Thomas Ashlock, 
that the Orlandos be placed on 
probation. Ashlock and his at- 
torney, James L. ‘Sullivan, have 
argued that the brothers thus 
could continue to work and earn 
money to pay Ashlock for the 
' extensive medical bills resulting 
| from his injuries. 
| In his letter, Eagleton pointed 
| out that probation for Peter Or- 
lando, who has served a prison 
term for armed robbery, would 
appear to violate state statutes. 
He cited a statute giving a 
judge authority to grant proba- 
tion in a felony case only to a 
person “of previous good char- 
acter who shall not have been 
previously convicted of a fel- 
ony.” 

Reardon Opposed, 

: and Assistant Cir- 
- cuit Attorfiey Daniel P. Reardon 
| Jr., who is prosecuting the case, 
opposed the move for probation. 
They recommended ‘that Peter 
Orlando be sentenced to serve 
10 years in prison and Samuel 
- Orlando five years. 

Charles Mann, chief probation 
officer who made a pre-sentence 
investigation, also has recom- 
mended that the brothers be sent 
to jail. Mann said he would not 
regard either man “as even @ 
calculated risk’ for probation. 

In his letter to Judge Nangle, 
Eagleton said that the matter 
before the court represents “a 
dangerous precedent.” 

“We cannot permit the victim 
of a crime to control the final 
disposition of a case where it is 
financially rewarding to do so,” 
he wrote. 

‘Not Matter of Barter.’ 

Freedom for the Orlandos 
‘should not be made a matter 
of barter,” Eagleton stated. “‘The 
victim cannot deprive either Or- 
lando of his liberty, nor can he 
or his attorney sell it to them.” 

Eagleton pointed out that Ash- 
lock is not a party to the state’s 
suit. He is cognizant of the hard- 
ships suffered by Ashlock as a 
result of the beating, the circuit 
attorney said, and these hard- 
ships “‘must be weighed in eval- 
uating the gravity of the crime.” 

Eagleton said he was fully 
aware of Ashlock’s injuries and 
“his resulting financial chaos” 
when he recommended that the 
Orlandos be sent to jail. Ash- 
lock’s condition “‘was considered 
an aggravating feature’ of the 
Orlando attack,” he said. 

“I remain resolute in the rec- 
ommendations previously made,” 
the circuit attorney stated. 

The Orlandos beat Ashlock in 
an alley last Feb. 5 because Ash- 
lock’s automobile blocked their

$636,700 IN BIGGEST 
SALE OF PICASSOS 


LONDON, Oct. 13 (UPI)—The 
largest collection of Picasso 
works ever sold atone session 
was auctioned last night for 
$636,700 to a crowd of art ex- 
perts, celebrities, and dealers. 

New York financier Jacques 
Sarlie, owner of the’ collection, 
sat quietly in the ranks of the 
2000 buyers and spectators as 79 
paintings and drawings by the 
modern master were sold by 
Sotheby’s. 

Other paintings in Sarlie’s col- 
lection, including works by 
Braque, Roualt, Gris, and Modi- 
gliani, brought the evening’s to- 
tal to $1,225,840. The sum was 
far short of the record of more 
than $2,000,000 set two years ago 
at the gallery, but a Sotheby’s 
spokesman said the sale of Picas- 
sos was the “largest ever auc- 
tioned at a single session. 

The top price was $134,400, 
paid for Picasso’s ‘“‘Femme Ac- 
croupie,”” painted in 1902. “‘Man 
With a Red Nose” brought $72,- 
800. 


S. KOREA PLANS 
§0,000-MAN CUT 
IN ARMED FORCES 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (AP)— 
South Korea outlined plans yes- 
terday for a gradual 50,000-man 
reduction in its armed forces. 
The Korean forces now number 
in excess of 600,000 men. 

This was part of a far-reaching 
program for economic reforms 
described to United States offi- 
cials by Cha Kyoon-li, vice min- 
ister for reconstruction. He met 
for an hour and a half with Act- 
ing Secretary of State Douglas 
Dillon. 


The Korean govermment was 
reported to have three objec- 
tives. The first called for mainte- 


tion fund over the next two years, 
and a five-year economic de- 
velopment-loan totaling $420,000,- 
000.

NEW YORK, Oct. 13—Senator 
John F. Kennedy charged last 
night that Vice President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon is inviting war by 
his ‘foolhardy and reckless” in- 
sistence on defending the islands 
of Quemoy and Matsu. 

Kennedy placed the Chinese 
offshore islands squarely in the 
middie of the 1960 presidential 
campaign as a major issue with 
a scathing attack on Nixon as 
a “trigger-happy’ man whose 
advice, if followed, would lead 
to the “tragic disaster” of a 
nuclear conflict. 

The Democratic presidential 
candidate used his harshest 
language of the campaign in 
assailing Nixon’s stand on Que- 
moy and Matsu as one which 
“plays into Communist hands 
and brings the whole world 
closer to war.”

Nixon hit that theme with 
new vigor last night before a 
large crowd at Buena Park. He 
stirred echoes of the 1952 and 
subsequent campaigns with the 
phrase “war party,” the loss of 
600,000,000 Chinese to Commu- 
nism, the 30,000 dead in the Ko- 
rean War and other highly emo- 
tional charges. 


With the oratorical intensity 
that a cheering crowd inspires in 
him, Nixon linked Kennedy’s po- 
sition on Quemoy and Matsu 
with Munich and the appease- 
ment of Hitler. As on the previ- 
ous night at San Diego when he 
said that Kennedy suggested the 
“two little islands” -be turned 
over to the Communists the 
crowd roared “‘No, no, no.” 


At the start of his talk to the 
outdoor rally, Nixon said he had 
just seen a news story in which 
Kennedy had “‘called us ‘trigger- 
happy Republicans’” who would 
lead the country into war over 
Quemoy and Matsu.

CLEVELAND, Oct. 13—Driv- 
ers who associate such words as 
weapon and freedom with the 
word car are likely to be bad 
drivers, a Columbia University 
research man said yesterday. 

On the other hand, a good 
driver probably thinks of such 
words as work and transporta- 
tion in relation to car. 

Dr. James L. Malfetti, direc- 
tor of the safety research proj- 
ect of Columbia, who devised 
the word association system, 
outlined it at the final session 
of the convention of the Ameri- 
can Automobile Association. 

The psychological test is based 
on the “semantic differential” 
principle that relates adjectives 
to nouns. In this case it is used 
to determine the personal mean- 
ing a car has for the driver. 
Malfetti says it is enabling mo- 
tor vehicle licensing officials to 
spot potential violators, insur- 
ance companies to screen out 
bad risks and traffic courts to 
take corrective action.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla., Oct. 
13 (AP)—An Atlas nose cone 
carrying three mice rocketed 700 
miles into space today and was 
recovered trom the south Atlan-

It was not known immediately 
whether the mice survived. 

The three mice, named Sally, 
Amy and Moe, were recovered 
alive and in good condition. 


The Air Force said that a 
brief announcement from the re- 
covery ship reported all three 
mice were alive when removed 
from a special sealed container 
which rode in the nose cone. 
They were the first living ani- 
mals returned from this far in 
space. 

Just how well the black mice 
survived the 18,000-mile-an-hour 
trip through the lower level of 
the Van Allen radiation belt 
probably will not be known until 
they have been studied for sev- 
eral days, perhaps weeks. But 
the initial report said they ap- 
peared to be in good condition. 

The tiny travelers made the 
radiation ride in a miniature

TOKYO, Oct. 13 — Japanese 
leftists gathered their forces for 
a new wave of demonstrations 
today following the assassination 
of their principal leader, Social- 


ist chairman Inejiro Asanuma, 
by a 17-year-old rightist student. 

Red banners billowed in the 
wind and the police braced them- 
selves for trouble on Tokyo’s 
“Capitol Hill,” the main stage 
for demonstrations against the 
United States-Japan security 
treaty last spring. 

The police put 3500 men on 
riot duty. Of these 1800 were 
posted around the Diet building 
compound. More than 30 police 
trucks were strategically posted 
in the same area, their backs 
boarded up against assault by 
leftist groups. 

Zengakuren, the big extremist 
student federation which sparked 
the anti-treaty violence, and the 
leftwing labor unions promised 
a turnout of 100,000 to protest 
against the stabbing of Asanuma 
yesterday ; 

But the police discounted that 
figure and the crowds fell far 
short of the massive gatherings 
Jast spring. 

20 Policemen Injured. 


More than 20 policemen were 
injured last night in a skirmish 
with students hastily mobilized 
after news of Asanuma’s death. 

Students and unionists carried 
banners demanding the resigna- 
tion of the three-month-old gov- 
ernment of Conservative Prime 
Minister Hayato Ikeda.

This was a reference to the 
fact that Asanuma, who openly 
incited students to violence last 
June, was still talking about the 
security pact when he was 
stabbed with a short sword on 
the stage of a downtown public 
hall. 


All of Tokyo’s major news- 
papers were quick to deplore the 
“rightist violence’ and to de- 
mand that the police stamp it 
out. The same newspapers were 
less quick to condemn the left- 
ist violence in anti-treaty dem- 
onstrations. 


Police Censured. 

The police were censured for 
letting the assassin get to Asa- 
numa. More than 100 policemen 
were stationed outside the hall 
and another 30 were inside when 
the assassin struck. 

Asanuma’s killer, slight, 
tousle-haired Otaya Yamaguchi, 
jailed and awaiting a murder 
charge, apparently was well 
pleased with himself.

The United States will not em- 
bargo imports from Cuba, with 
the exception of sugar shipments 
which dlready have been cut 
off. 

Nor, diplomatic sources said, 
will the United States prohibit 
air and sea transport between 
this country and Cuba. 

There will be no attempt to 
prevent the transhipment of 
United States goods to Cuba by 
other Latin American countries.

“1, There should be a Negro 
in the Cabinet. 

“2. There should be greater 
use of Negroes in the foreign 
service from the rank of am- 
bassador down. 

“3. We will exercise the good 
offices of the White House and 
the full powers of the Federal 
Government to end segregation 
in the public schools, in public 
eating places and in other pub- 
lic facilities. 

“4. We will vigorously enforce 
existing law and, if necessary, 
seek legislation to guarantee the 
right to vote.”

paring the body for food, as well 
as foud fr the body” by setting 
aside a period to relax before 
eating the evening meal. Enjoy- 
ment of food is important, and 
he stressed that meals should be 
planned for enjoyment, even on 
special diets. 

“The wife who makes a hus- 
band’s diet a pleasure con- 
tributes immeasurably to the 
success of his physician’s pro- 
gram,” he stated. Such diet 
meals can include foods pre- 
pared in favorite ways. Where 
a drink before dinner .is.an im- 
portant contfibution in ‘helping a 
man to relax,. plan. on a low- 
calorie dessert to balance the 
menu. | 

Hors d’oeuvre served before 
dinner can be low in calories (we 
have recipes for some of these.

This assessment was made in 
an article in the latest, monthly 
issue of the official foreign af- 
fairs magazine Mezhdunarodnaya 
Zhizn by Maj. Gen. Nikolai A. 
Talensky, who is considered to 
be one of the foremost military 
theoreticians on the Soviet Gen- 
eral Staff. 

Tt is one of the few times that 
such a detailed appraisal of the 
destructive possibilities of nu- 
clear war has been offered to 
the Soviet public, although the 
magazine in which it appeared is 
not widely read. 

Talensky’s points included: 

1. There is “practically no 
‘possibility to avert a nuclear 
rocket attack.” 

2. Nuclear war would be 
global and would result in the 
death of half of the population 
of the world. 

. 3. It will be impossible to con- 
tain focal nuclear wars and 
they would be “‘nothing but a 
prelude to a universal nuclear 
rocket war.” 

4. That a surprise attack 
might gain a momentary ad- 
vantage for an aggressor but 
with the present level of nu- 
clear stockpiles it would 
eventually culminate in the 
destruction of the aggressor as 
well.

CHY AND SCHOOL 
LEADERS DIFFER 
ON FIRE DEVICES 


City and school officials dis- 
agreed today over the wisdom 
of installing fire detection de- 
vices rather than automatic 
sprinkler systems in schools. 

A detection device so sensitive 
it responds to a wisp of smoke 
was demonstrated to school and 
fire department officials yester- 
day at Madison school, 1118 
South Seventh street. 

Oscar A. Ehrhardt, chairman 
of the Board of Education’s com- 
munity planning committee, said 
he thought the device was better 
than automatic sprinklers, but 
Fire Marshal William Trantina 


said it could not replace sprin- 


klers. 


22-Second Action. 

In the demonstration, a match 
was dropped into a metal con- 
tainer of excelsior in a first-floor 
corridor. It took 22 seconds for 
the device, placed in a 15-foot- 
high ceiling, to detect the pres- 
encé of smoke. An alarm was 
sounded and the building was 
evacuated in two minutes. 

In another demonstration, the 
alarm responded to smoke from 
the excelsior fire in 50 seconds 
when the metal container was 
placed at the bottom of a stair- 
well. The device was in the ceil- 
ing of the third floor, 50 feet 


from the point where the fire | 


was started. 

The demonstrations were con- 
ducted by Wayne Kimberlin, 
regional director of a Chicago 
firm which manufactures the de- 
vices. 

Ehrhardt said he thought the 
detection system “‘was the best 
thing I’ve seen to date. The sys- 
tem is better than sprinklers, 
because it provides earlier detec- 
tion and alerts the fire depart- 
ment at the same time.”

Trantina said he thought the | 
device was good, doing what the | 
manufacturer claimed for it, | 
*“‘but that does not mean it could 
replace sprinklers.” 

Sprinklers can be installed in 
such a way that they would | 
send an alarm to the fire depart- | 
ment, like the device demon- 
strated yesterday, Trantina said. | 

The difference, he said, was | 
that the sprinkler “would be at- | 
tacking the fire between the time | 
the department was notified and | 
the time it arrived at the school.” | 

View of Sestric. 

Director of Public Safety 
Joseph P. Sestric, taking note of 
the manufacturer’s claim that 
the detection device can be in- | 
stalled for half the cost of 
sprinklers, commented, ‘Some 
automobiles are cheaper than 
others.” 

He said fire detection devices, 
no matter how sensitive, ‘‘are 
not in the same classification as 
sprinklers and cannot replace 
sprinklers.” 

There is nothing in the city’s 
fire safety ordinance to prevent 
installation of fire detection de- 
vices, but the ordinance does not 
recognize them as substitutes for 
sprinklers or for the other pro- 
tective measures required. 

The fire safety ordinance re- 
quires automatic sprinkler sys- 
tems throughout all school build- 
ings that are not entirely of fire 
resistive material. 

The Board of Education has 
more than 50 schools which are 
of fire resistive construction, 
except for the roofs. The roofs 
are separated from the interior 
of those buildings by concrete 
ceilings, however. In situations 
of this kind, school officials con- 
tend, sprinklers should not be 
required. 

The $29,535,000 bond issue 
which will be submitted to 
voters at the general election 
Nov. 8 includes about $5,000,000 
“for bringing the schools into 
compliance with the ordinance.

Autos and Adolescents 


Louis Cassels’s recent article, 
“Students and Cars,” gives signifi- 
cant facts about the use of automo- 
biles and the grades of teen-agers, 
but does not go to the root of the 
problem. 

The implication might be that the 
grades would come up if parents 
restricted the use of cars by their 
children. In some instances, I am 
sure that this would be true. But 
there is another way to look at the 
statistics. It may be that the poor 
grades lead to the excessive use of 
cars, 

Consider the emotional needs of 
most adolescents who have limited 
intelligence and inadequate self-dis- 
cipline and consequently are con- 
fronted with relatively poor grades 
even when they try. Where are 
they to get a sense of power and 
competence, a feeling of security, 
a basis for valuing themselves as 
persons? 

. * 

It is easy for them to get the emo- 
tional lift they crave when they 
control with the tip of a toe the 
power of a 120 horses. The irony 
of the situation is that the power 
that they seek to confirm in them- 
selves is mainly in the machine and 
not in these young persons after all. 

If we restrict their use of cars— 
and it is obvious that we should— 
we must find some other way to 
meet the emotional needs of the 
car-driving adolescents. 


What can we do? Parents and 
teachers can maintain sounder dis- 
cipline in the home and the school— 
one of the best ways to give a child 
a sense of security. We can plan 
the students’ work so that he has 
both difficulties to overcome and 
opportunities for excelling in some 
way. We can encourage him to un- 
derstand and cope with his own lim- 
itations realistically and _ intelli- 
gently. 

Fortunately it is possible to have 
a fine character and good practical 
judgment even though one’s IQ is 90.

I would earnestly recommend that 
parents, students and teachers in- 
terpret and use grades far more 
wisely than is now the custom. Cir- 
cumstances must be taken into ac- 
count if the real meaning of grades 
is to be understood. 


For a brilliant youngster to make 
a B instead of an A might well be 
considered a defeat and a disgrace. 
On the other hand, the slow reader 
with little or no natural aptitude for

Such young people should know 
that they deserve and will get re- 
spect, not for thorough mastery of 
the subject matter, but for the sheer 
courage and steadiness and persis- 
tence with which they have con- 
fronted difficulty and possible fail- 
ure for weeks and months on end.

Policy on Quemoy 
Senator Kennedy has taken a courageous 
stand in advocating the exclusion of Quemoy 


and Matsu from the Formosa defense area, 


though it may cost him some votes. His ob- 
ject is to begin preparations for a change in 
United States-Chinese relations. The fact that 
he regards the islands as indefensible is al- 
most incidéntal in this connotation, although 
there is ample support for his views in the 
Eisenhower Administration. 

Why should Vice President Nixon be at- 
tacking Senator Kennedy so vigorously on 
the Senator’s Quemoy-Mats position? Be 
cause this opens up the whole range of emo- 
tional arguments on the Far East that con- 
servative Republicans have employed for more 
than 10 years. Thus Mr. Nixon has charged 
Senator Kennedy with extending “an invita- 
tion to another Korea,” and has renewed the 
old charge that the Democrats were respon- 
sible for the “loss” of China to the Commu- 
nists in the 1940s. 

The United States has no firm policy on 
Quemoy and Matsu, and that is not an acci- 
dent. This country is committed by treaty to 
defend Formosa and the nearby Pescadores, 
the islets which lie in the Formosa Strait 30 
miles off Formosa. Quemoy and Matsu are 
100 miles from Formosa and only a few miles 
off the coast of Red China. Congress voted 
President Eisenhower discretionary authority 
to defend Quemoy and Matsu if he consid- 
ered that course necessary to the defense of 
Formosa. One reason why the matter was 
left vague was to keep the Chinese Reds 
guessing and to give flexibility to United 
States policy. 

Mr. Kennedy would not simply surrender 
Quemoy and Matsu under Communist pres- 
sure. He would work out a plan of withdrawal 
in collaboration with Chiang’s government. 
This would not be easy, as Quemoy and Matsu 
are valuable to Chiang as symbols of the Gen- 
eralissimo’s pledge to reconquer the main- 
land. They would, of course, be of military 
value in any such attempt. The Chinese 
Communists are well aware of the facts. and 
that is why continued Nationalist occupation 
of the islands contributes to unrest in the 
Formosa Strait. 

When Mr. Nixon attacks Senator Kennedy’s 
Quemoy policy as the same kind of “fuzzy 
thinking” which he says brought about the 
Korean war, he is less than accurate. If Amer- 
ican policy erred before Korea it was in fail- 
ing to make clear exactly what territory we 
would defend. This is precisely what the Ad- 
ministration has done in the Formosa strait. 
Senator Kennedy proposes the opposite—to 
make our commitment clear, unmistakable 
and sound. 

Mr. Nixon also proposes to clarify the com- 
mitment, but by extending it beyond what 
competent authorities declare to be militarily 
sound. He has undertaken in the midst of a 
political campaign to define the “area of 
freedom” single-handedly, casually, and for 
purely political purposes. Overnight, he has 
done what even the Administration never 
did—equated Quemoy and Matsu defensively 
with Formosa and the Pescadores. 

We believe Mr. Kennedy’s proposal could 
lead to the “two Chinas” solution to the For- 
mosa Strait problem. This contemplates an 
independent Formosa protected by the United 
States or the United Nations, and a separate 
independent China. Such a solution could end 
the friction that otherwise seems destined to 
continue. It is impossible under present 
circumstances. 

Essentially what Mr. Nixon is doing is hard- 
ening the United States position in the For- 
mosa Strait and rejecting the possibility of 
change. Yet change is coming, as witness the 
decline of United States strength in the United 
Nations on the issue of seating Red China. 
Rather than hardening its position, the United 
States should be trying to determine how to 
bend the inevitable to its advantage. Mr. 
Nixon is making this more difficult for the 
next President, possibly himself. ._ Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s plan, while in a sense it also hardens 
the situation in the strait, moves in the right 
direction. 


Santa, Go Home 


Christmas comes but once a year, but it 
begins more and more early. Item: Santa 
Claus was mentioned on a television commer- 
cial the other night. Item: artificial Christ- 
mas trees and decorations were on sale at a 
county store a few days ago. 


Some years back commercial Santa Clauses 
at least waited for Thanksgiving before going 
down Macy’s chimney or practicing bell-ring- 
ing; now the Christmas spirit begins, or at 
least an incipient attempt to arouse it begins, 
even before Columbus day. We have no 
quarrel with toy-makers who of necessity 
plan for the next Noel soon after the bells 
ring out the New Year; even the one and only 
St. Nick is presumed to do that. But stretch- 
ing the spirit of Christmas past so tenuously 
into the future inevitably causes trouble for 
early-rising Santas. One fell from a helicop- 
ter into the Ohio river and another was snow- 
balled by disgusted youngsters in Illinois in 
recent years. The consensus was that it 
served them right. 


During Indian summer, Mr. Claus ought to 
stay home. Otherwise he seems precocious, 
precipitous, premature and presumptuous. We 
all ought to be able to fix the size of the 
Thanksgiving turkey before having to worry 
over the height of the Christmas tree. 


‘No’ to the Orlandos 


Assistant Circuit Attorney Reardon and 
Chief Probation Officer Mann in the case of 
the Orlando brothers have in our judgment 
made recommendations that are sound, rea- 
sonable and very much in the public interest. 

The Orlandos are seeking probation in con- 
nection with their brutal assault on Thomas 
Ashlock, an invalid. What is unusual about 
this case is that the victim has seconded their 
argument that they could help with his medi- 
cal expenses if they are not imprisoned. Ash- 
rae has filed a $100,000 damage suit against 
them. 

Mr. Reardon strongly disagrees with this 
view, and so do we. As he says, the victim 
cannot control final disposition of a criminal 
case. That disposition depends on the nature 
of the offense, the background of the defend- 
ants and the recommendation of the proba- 
tion office, among other things. | 

In this case the offense was an assault by 
two able-bodied men. The defendants have 
a background of violence against others. Sam- 
uel Orlando killed a man in a dispute over 
$10; and Peter Orlando has been arrested for 
assault and armed robbery. Probation Offi- 
cer Mann urges that they be confined. “Our 


primary responsibility,” he says, “is not for 
the individual victim; it is to consider the po- 
tential risk these men represent.” On the 
record, the Orlandos belong behind bars. 
Using a criminal proceeding to force set- 
tlement of a civil case, as evidently is the 
strategy of Mr. Ashlock’s attorney, James L. 
Sullivan, is an improper use of the judicia’ 
machinery that should not be permitted. 


Amendment No. 2. 

Missourians will be asked to vote for one 
state constitutional amendment next month 
which is in the interest of a better Legisla- 
ture. 


Amendment No. 2 retains the present con- 


stitutional limitation of $1500 a year for legis- 
lators’ salaries but permits the legislators 
themselves to alter the amount, effective only 
in the following session. Members of the Fed- 
eral Congress have this power to fix their own 
pay; so do members of most legislatures in 
other states. 

Missouri’s refusal to entrust its legislators 
with this normal legislative function is based 
on fear that they would set their salaries too 
high. There is little evidence to support this 
fear. Half the states low legislative 
salaries set these salaries by statute. Legis- 
lators seem to fear public anger in such mat- 
ters as much as the public fears legislative 
greed. 

The argument for higher saiaries would be 
easier to make if the Legislature were smaller 
or unicameral, and its members more eager 
to give full value for the pay they received. 
But the present pay scale is definitely un- 
fair; the dollar has declined 44 cents in value 
since the pay scale was established in 1942. 
The legislative salaries are so outmoded that 
they discourage interest in public service. 

The proposition also would raise travel al- 
lowances for Senators and Representatives 
to 10 cents a mile for travel from their homes 
to Jefferson City twice a month. Current travel 
allowances reflect an era when legislators 
rode horseback and stayed in the capital 
throughout a session. 

Finally, the amendment extends the length 
of the present five-month biennial sessions 
by a month and a half—from May 31 to July 
15. But the final two weeks could be used 
only for enrolling and signing of bills, not 
for passage of new iegislation. This provision 
gives legislators another month for their 
work, and recent experience shows they need 
it. Each session has ended with a legislative 
log-jam through which some important meas- 
ures could not pass. 

On each point, Amendment No. 2 merits 
approval of Missouri’s voters on Nov. 8.

Those 10 Lipstick Colors 


In reapproving 10 of the 17 lipstick colors 
it banned a year ago, the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration is playing a game of chance with 
the public’s health. The colors were banned 
last October because the law then forbade 
chemical coloratives which proved harmful 
to laboratory animals. All the banned colors 
were coal-tars, which as a group are under 
suspicion of being carcinogens, or cancer-pro- 
ducers. Some of them had caused damage, 
including blood changes, or death to labora- 
tory rats; the others were so closely related 
to them in chemical structure that the tests 
were considered applicable to them as well. 

Since then, Congress has amended the law. 
The F&DA may now establish “tolerances” 
for these colors—that is, permit their use in 
limited amounts. The new order permits 
their use in quantities of 6 per cent by weight 
of the lipstick. Its temporary provisions will 
apply until Jan. 12, 1963. By then, the lip- 
stick industry must have completed tests nec- 
essary to establish safe limits on the use of 
these coal-tar chemicals. 

So the very law that empowers the F&DA 
to set safe limits recognizes that as yet that 
agency has no way of knowing what limits 
will be safe, if indeed any are. Even after the 
stipulated testing period it is unlikely that 
anyone will have this information: no one 
knows how much of the chemical colors enters 
the system, or whether it accumulates there, 
or how much might be required to trigger-off 
trouble. In this particular regard, therefore, 
the F&DA is not engaged in an informed pro- 
tection of the public health, and the only 
protection remaining to the consumer is the 
knowledge that she will proceed at her own 
risk. 


Schoolmen on the Verge 

At long last the county’s schoolmen seem 
to be on the verge of doing something effec- 
tive to promote improved educational oppor- 
tunities for county youngsters. This is per- 
haps the most important problem of local 
government in the county, bound up as it is 
with questions of taxation and proper land 
use, and we hope the educators are now 
ready to display the leadership that is essen- 
tial to its solution. 

What the county needs, and what a commit- 
tee of the Co-operating School Districts now 
proposes, is the establishment of a county- 
wide school tax of $1, with the proceeds to 
be allocated to the 27 districts on the basis 
of the number of pupils in average daily at- 
tendance. This would assure every child equal 
access to the county’s total taxable wealth (at 
least for the first $1 of the school tax fi- 
nancing his education). And it would mean 
that children would no longer have to live 
within the shadow of industry to benefit 
from it; that is, pleasant residential neighbor- 
hoods would not have to be destroyed by 
commercial and industrial uses designed to 
help improve the local school district’s tax 
base. 

Assuming that the Co-operating School Dis- 
tricts indorse the committee recommendation, 
the next vital step will be to get it introduced 
in the Missouri Legislature and adopted. We 
would hope that county Democrats will in- 
clude support for such legislation in the “plat- 
form” that they now are developing, and that 
the county’s Republican candidates for the 
Assembly, who recently announced a 13-point 
program, would add the school bill as Point 
14. A county legislative delegation unified in 
support of this measure should have no diffi- 
culty putting it across. |

FOR YEARS, the tension be- 
tween Catholic and Protestant 
had. simmered under the surface 
of natural life, or erupted in iso- 
lated struggles.

Much of it was precipitated by 
Ku Klux Klan bigotry that en- 
co Jews and others as | 
well.

During Smith’s campaign, he 
equarley faced the issue; in cen- 
ters of Ku Klux Klan strength 
he spoke on immigration and as- 
saulted the forces of bigotry.

The reasoned, moderate Protes- 
tant position was obscured by 
the flood of bigotry, as was the 
reasoned Catholic answer. The 
relation of religion and politics 
was not, in 1928, a subject for 
honest and rational debate.

Chronic Gastritis 


A READER asks, “‘Can chronic gastritis be cured? Is it 
serious? Just what does it mean? Can you suggest a diet? Is 
B-12 injection helpful? 


Chronic gastritis is an irritation of the stomach 
lining. The most frequent causes are improper eating, 
especially highly seasoned foods that are irritating; 
excess alcohol; excess smoking. I don’t know whether 
you drink any alcohol, but if so, the first rule is to stop 
entirely. The drinking habit, while by no means the 
only cause of chronic gastritis, is a frequent and 
important one 


Gassy stomach is one of the symptoms. It and others may 
mimic ulcers, gall bladder trouble, or even cancer. There 
can be pain or soreness of the upper stomach, nausea, vomit- 
ing (with or without blood), and poor appetite. 

Exact diagnosis can be achieved with an instrument known 
as the gastroscope by which the physician can examine the 
stomach lining itself. X-ray gives much information; other 
tests involve the chemistry of stomach acids. 


Treatment? Stop use of alcohol, tobacco, highly 
seasoned foods. Follow a bland diet—low in roughage. 
regularity of eating habits is important, too. 

Injections of B-12 help. So does taking Vitamin B 
complex in capsule form. 


Although in some ways the treatment may resemble that 
for some of the other troubles I’ve mentioned, there are also 
certain differences. So it is important for your doctor to be 
sure.

ACCORDING to the latest fig- 
ures to come our way, three out

Doing. a little statistical work 
of our own, we've decided that 
the other two wome: out of five 


are stuffing themselves with . 


“gooey coffee cake.”” We arrive 
at this conclusion from our mail. 
A few years ago we offered, at 
the request of one of our readers, 
a recipe for what is known as 
gooey coffee cake. Of course 
we learned years ago that wo- 
men are the greatest recipe los- 
ers in the world, Next to their 
gloves and glasses, recipes are 
the things they lose most of. So 
every week we can count on a 
batch of letters from women who 
explain they cut out that recipe 
for gooey coffee cake, and now 
they just can’t seem to find it. 


To save postage as well as 
wear and tear, we're going to 
print it again. This time, ladies, 
hang on to it. 

Cream a cup of sugar with a 
half cup of butter and a half cup 
of shortening until it’s light. 
Then add four tablespoons of 
white syrup and mix well. Then 
add two eggs, one at a time and 
continue mixing until the eggs 
are well mixed and the mixture 
is light and fluffy. 


Now add three-fourths of a cup 
of flour and a half cup of milk, 
a little at a time and alternating. 
Then add a teaspoon of vanilla 
and a pinch of salt and stir 
them in. 

It is now ready to spread over 
the coffee cake batter which 
has been poured into pans and 
allowed to rise to one and a half 
times its original size. This 
recipe should make enough 
gooey topping for three 10-inch 
cakes. Bake the coffee cake in 
a 350-degree oven for 20 to 30 
minutes depending on the size of 
your coffee cakes. When you 
take them out the top will have 
a sort of unbaked look due to 
the high sugar content, but it 
will set somewhat after coming 
out of the oven. 


AS A MAN who is fond of 
Swiss steak I was mildly out- 
raged recently when I was sub- 
jected to a dish which was sup- 
posed to be Swiss steak but 
which had no tomato in the 
sauce. I know there are people 
who make Swiss steak that way. 
There are also people who make 
beef stew without onions. 


Swiss steak—real Swiss steak— 
is made like this: Get four 
pounds of round steak and have 
the butcher cut it an inch and a 
half thick and pound it well. 
When you're ready to cook, com- 
bine half a oe of flour with two 
teaspoons of salt and half-a tea- 

pepper and pound that 
into the steak. Rub it and pound 
it until it’s all in the meat. 

Now get out a big iron skillet, 
one big enough to handle the 
whole steak and heat: at least 
three tablespoons of bacon 
grease in it. When it’s searing 
hot; put the meat in. Brown it on 
one side and then on the other. 

Now you should have at hand 
two peeled and chopped onions, 
a chopped clove of garlic and a 
chopped green pepper. Add this 
to the meat and let it cook about 
three minutes. 

Then put in a number two can 
of tomatoes, seasoned with an 
eighth of a teaspoon of pap- 
rika and a tablespoon of Wor- 
cestershire sauce. Pour this over

Get five pounds of short ribs | 


and wipe them with a damp 
cloth. Mix six tablespoons of 
flour with two teaspoons of salt 
and a half teaspoon of pepper. 
Rub this mixture well into the 
meat. Now melt four generous 
tablespoons of shortening in a 
big oven-type pan and heat it 
until it smokes. Brown the short 
ribs on all sides for 15 to 20 
minutes, 

Add two peeled and chopped 
onions, big ones, and a chopped 
clove of garlic, if you like garlic, 
Let them cook until brown. Then 
pour off most of the fat and 
mix together two tablespoons of 
vinegar, two tablespoons of 
brown sugar, two thirds of a cup 
of catsup, a tablespoon of Wor- 
cestershire sauce and a teaspoon 
of dry mustard.
